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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to a preliminary amendment filed on Dec. 8, 2004, the applicants have 
canceled claims 1-8 and furthermore, have added new claims 9-16. 

2. Claims 9-16 are now pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claims 9-1 1 are directed to a process for preparing facial isomer of Alq3. However, in 
claim 9, a mixture of gamma-Alq3 and delta-Alq3 is obtained. Therefore, it is not clear 
whether facial isomer means a mixture of gamma-Alq3 and delta-Alq3 or only one of 
these two forms? 

In claims 12 -14, it is not clear what is meant by thin film of facial Alq3? What is being 
coated? What is the substrate? 

In claims 15 and 16, the terms— electroluminescent device and electroactive devices — 
-are indefinite since specific devices are not defined and furthermore, the steps for 
preparing such devices are missing. 

In claim 15, the term --blue emitting — is indefinite since its meaning is not clear. Is it 
color, fluorescence etc? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Braun ( J. of Chem. Phys., cited on applicants form 1449). 

Braun discloses a new crystalline facial isomer of Alq3 prepared by heating well known 
alpha Alq3 to approximately 400 degree Centigrade ( see page 9626, second column ) 
which showed blue fluorescence when excited with UV light ( fraction 1). Braun also 
teaches well known use of Alq3 in electroluminescent devices and amorphous thin films 
( see introduction ). Thus, the facial isomer of delta phase of Alq3 disclosed by Braun 
clearly anticipates the instant claims. 

6. Claims 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Mori ( Chem. Abst, cited on applicants form 1449 ). 

Mori discloses use of facial-rich Alq3 as an electroluminescent in large-area display 
devices and therefore, clearly anticipates the instant claims.
